R&ER (Remove and Replace) Falcon Plastic Window Crank Knobs 


In order to plate window cranks it's necessary to remove the plastic 
knob from the window crank. Because Ford used a plastic press-on type 
knob to speed Falcons down the assembly line it seems almost impossible 
to remove and replace one of these knobs without destroyint it. 


Here's my solution: First, remove the crank from the door panel using 
a KD #431 or a KD #430 (The 431 works best). KD Tools are available at 
any good automotive store and not too expensive. Be careful not to 
damage the vinyl while removing the crank. 


Clamp the crank (knob side down) to a drill press table. If you don't 
have access to a drill press, clamp it to a work surface keeping both 
hands free to work with a hand electric drill. Chuck up a 1/8 diameter 
bit and, with a center punch, tap a starting point for the drill in the 
exact center of the knob spindle (the round part protruding from the 
back of the knob as you look down on it). Start drilling - medium 
pressure - medium speed - and go no deeper than about 1/4 inch into 

the spindle. The idea is to build up enough heat inside the know to 
soften the plastic. The knob may start to spin along with the spindle 
that's ok. Grasp the knob and slowly pull it off the heated spindle. 
Note: be sure to save the wavy anti-rattle washer on the spindle and 
remember where it goes - behind the spindle head - not the knob. 





Send your cranks off to your frindly neighborhood chrome-plater and, 
after six months or so when he finally gets around to finishing the 
job, it’s time to put'em back together. 


Clean up the plastic knobs with some SOS or Brillo followed by a good 

plastic cleaner like 210 PLUS HEAVY DUTY PLASTIC SCRATCH REMOVER. If 

you really wnat to make ' em look trick - shoot a little clear polyur- 
ethane on the knobs. 


Mix up some EPOXY. (I like DEVON 5 MINUTE EPOXY). Using a tooth-pick 
insert a small amount into the Knob where the spindle goes in. Place 
the anti-rattle washer over the spindle - slip it through the crank 
and into the plastic Knob. You may have to tap the spindle into the 
Knob to seat it all the way. That's it!
